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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


March 31, 1982 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Three fourths of this fiscal year is history. Only three months remain to take in 
the revenues needed to meet the governor’s revised budget. 

If March receipts are an indication of the chances of meeting that budget, the 
prospects look dim. Despite stepped-up collection efforts by the revenue depart- 
ment, Missouri appears to be falling short of its fiscal needs. 

March general revenue totaled $169.1 million, up just 6.3 percent over the 
general revenue totals for March, 1981. 

For the year to date, general revenue totals $1.38 billion, up 8.15 percent over the 
first three quarters of last fiscal year. The governor’s revised budget, including step- 
ped-up collections, calls for 10.3 percent growth for the year. 

Sales tax collections for March totaled $59.9 million, up 15.5 percent over last 
March. Motor vehicle sales tax receipts reversed a two-month skid, posting almost 
$3.3 million for March, up 5.8 percent over March a year ago. 

Individual income tax collections last month totaled $76.8 million, up only 11 
percent over collections during March, 1981. For the year to date, individual in- 
come tax collections have averaged 12.5 percent. Meanwhile, March corporate in- 
come tax collections totaled nearly $8.4 million, up four percent over March, 1981, 
collections. 

To meet the governor’s current revised budget, the three remaining months this 
fiscal year must average 14.8 percent growth over the final quarter last year. 

In contrast to the discouraging March revenues, the final three months of the fis- 
cal year must regain and sustain February’s 15 percent growth rate to meet current 
projected expenses for the year. 

But with time running out, the meager March increase is not encouraging.
